Dr. Zik and Modern English Poetry 


Dr. Zik in full Dr. Zafar Iqbal Khokhar is a Pakistani national living in the historical city Jhelum, in 
Punjab. The natural scenery of the bank of river Jhelum and the hilly surroundings towards the northern 
areas enhance the imagination of poets, writers, and tourists. Dr. Zik started writing poetry during his 
schooling. He introduced entirely a unique point of view to analyze English poetry, in such a way that 
changed the whole panorama of traditional rhymed and unrhymed poetry. 


He enriched English poetic literature with the inventions of short poetic forms namely: Ziket, Zinet, 
Zikelite, Zeelite, etc. He affirmed his inventions for the first time on a leading poetry site 'Hellopoetry' in 
2015. Soon he became the centric point of attention of international poets. The billions of poets around 
the world have been writing poetry in the light of rules set for Ziket and Zinet for 6 years. He is popular 
in the literary circles, forums, and recognized by famous poets as the inventor of Zikorean poetry, and 
literature. He has promoted English literature and poets too. His literary friends, followers, subscribers, 
and devotees have been spreading all over the world since 2015. 


PK Roy says, "Ziket’ and ‘Zinet’ poems are collectively said to be Zikorean poetry, the wonderful 
inventions in the English Literary History are observed to follow almost similar characteristics of modern 
English literature. It came into existence since 2015 as a powerful literary tool to express emotions." 


He further says, "Zikorean poetry is like free therapy. It gives a deeper understanding of the nuances 
and allows seeing writing differently." 


Joe Brazeau says, "Enter the Ziket. Two lines. One line up to five syllables. The other line up to eight 
syllables. Total in two lines, up to thirteen syllables. What makes it interesting, diverse, simple, 
challenging, and addictive, as the structure is open to variance. It’s up to the writer to decide how many 
syllables (within the guidelines of course). This provides flexibility. Flexibility provides flow and 
creativity. Flow and creativity help allow for use of devices such as metaphors, simile, personification, 
assonance, alliteration. Try that with Haiku." 


He further says, "Now, factor in the Zinet — even simpler than the Ziket. One line poem with one to 
five syllables. Next, put two or more Zikets together — the Zikelite. Mix up the themes a little — the varied 
Ziklite. Keep everything on the same “note” the uniform Zikelite. Even more, detail can be added (or 
not) if the poet decides to make the Zikelite rhyme. Throw a Zinet to the Zikelite and you have a varied 
Zikelite with Zinet."
